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Nederlandstalige Rondleiding Perth Art Gallery 


Nederlandse Rondleiding Art Gallery of Western Australia in Perth. 

Op zaterdag 20 mei, een mooie zonnige herfstdag, was er de eerste Nederlandse rondleiding door de Art 
Gallery van West- Australië. De rondleiding is beschikbaar voor iedereen die geïnteresseerd is in art, jong 
en oud en wordt geleid door niemand minder dan Machteld Irons. 

De Art Gallery van Western Australia is gratis (een donatie wordt gewaardeerd) en ligt op loopafstand van 
het station in het cultureel centrum in Northbridge. Om de gallery meer toegankelijk te maken worden er 
rondleidingen gegeven in andere talen, en zo ook in het Nederlands. 

De rondleiding startte bij de tentoonstelling: “Reach out to the moon” van Yoshimoto Nara, die een serie 
van indrukwekkende beelden maakte naar aanleiding van de Fukushima ramp in Japan in 2011. 

Onze weg ging verder naar de tentoonstelling ‘Balancing Act’, waar werken van Aboriginal- en 
Torrestrait Islander kunstenaars te zien zijn, waaronder ook veel West- Australische kunstenaars, soms 
met sterke politieke referenties. Vervolgens namen we een kijkje in de andere tentoonstellingsruimtes 
zodat we een idee kregen van wat er allemaal te zien is in dit kunstmuseum. Er is bijvoorbeeld ook een 
prachtig dakterras met uitzicht over de stad waar beelden van beroemde kunstenaars zoals, onder andere, 
Henry Moore, Hans Arp en Bourdelle te zien zijn. 

Het was een zeer goede rondleiding, met de vakkundige kennis van Machteld, lijkt het alsof je een 
rondleiding krijgt in een museum in Nederland. 

Machteld leert je langer kijken naar de kunst waardoor je meer ziet en met de extra informatie, krijgt een 
kunstwerk meer betekenis. 

Maar wie is eigenlijk Machteld Irons en hoe kunnen we een Nederlandse rondleiding boeken? 

Machteld Irons woont inmiddels al 13 jaar in Perth met haar Engelse man en twee tienerzonen. Jarenlang 
werkte ze op de Nederlandse school maar nu geeft ze les op Australische basisscholen. 

Een jaar geleden begon ze als vrijwilliger bij de Art Gallery als rondleidster, voornamelijk om 
schoolkinderen rond te leiden. 

“Ik vind het fijn om (jonge) mensen enthousiast te maken voor kunst. Veel kinderen komen nooit naar een 
museum en ik hoop met mijn rondleidingen ervoor te zorgen dat ze nog een keer terugkomen. 
Kunsteducatie biedt пов оа аап om creativiteit еп verbeeldingskracht te ontwikkelen. En het biedt 
gelegenheid tot verwondering; het ‘gewone! 
speciaal maken via kunst kunnen kinderen, en 
ook volwassenen, hun gedachten, kennis en 
gevoelens uitdrukken en soms ook de wereld 
van een andere kant leren bekijken. Ik vind dat 
belangrijk.” voegt Machteld hieraan toe. 
“Omdat ik Nederlandse ben, ben ik gevraagd 
om ook Nederlandstalige rondleidingen te 
geven aan volwassenen. Dat is spannend, maar 
van de vijf mensen die op deze eerste 
rondleiding kwamen, waren er drie nog nooit 
in de Art Gallery geweest en één al jaren niet 
meer. De tentoonstellingen wisselen om de 3- 
4 maanden dus het is altijd de moeite waard 

| om te gaan kijken.

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Dutch schools will provide meals to students 


One in six Dutch schools apply for free school meals programme. 
One in six Dutch schools has registered to receive free 
meals or financial support for pupils from poor 
backgrounds after the education ministry set aside €100 
million to fund the project. | 
In total 1,302 schools have applied for help via the youth | 
education fund Jeugdeducatiefonds and Red Cross. Pupil 
at the schools will get either free meals or a financial 
contribution towards the family groceries. 
Schools can request inclusion if at least 3096 of the children come from a low- 
income family. Most schools that have applied are in Noord and Zuid Holland, 
which are home to three of the big five cities. 
Two-thirds of the schools have asked for free meals and will be given €9 per 
child per week to fund breakfast or lunch, or full fridges from which children 
can help themselves. 
Volunteers will be drafted in to shop and make the sandwiches or schools can 
bring in an outside catering company, the education ministry said. The meals 
will be open to all pupils so as not to differentiate between children. 
The rest of the schools have applied for €11 shopping vouchers which parents 
can ask for. 
"Having enough food is a basic need when it comes to learning," said youth 
education fund chief 
Hans Spekman. 
"But we want to go 
ЯЕ further and make sure all 
m children have a bed and

can follow music 
lessons. We put a great 
deal of time, money and 
energy into creating 
equality of opportunity 
for all children, and you 
cannot have that on an 
empty stomach."

Fleur en Avril 4Ever — Een vriendschap met hindernissen. Geschreven door Pluisebol en Sabarinde. 

In oktober schreef ik een recentie over het boek Fleur en Avril, 2Far — een vriendschap zonder grenzen. Het 
verhaal over twee 11 jarige hartsvriendinnen waarin beschreven wordt hoe beide meisjes het vertrek van 
Avril uit Nederland naar Australie beleven. Ik had genoten van dat boek. Het was dan ook met veel plezier 
dat ik aan deel 2 begon, Fleur en Avril 4Ever — een vriendschap met hindernissen. 

Ik werd niet teleurgesteld: Inmiddels zijn de meisjes 12 jaar en 
alhoewel zij er nu aan gewend zijn dat zij elkaar niet dagelijks zien en 
er nieuwe vrienden in hun dagelijks leven zijn gekomen, blijven de 
twee vriendinnen elkaar hartstochtelijk missen. Gelukkig dan ook dat 
zij met behulp van internet, computers en social media elkaar 
regelmatig kunnen zien en spreken. Toch is dit niet genoeg voor hen. 
Was Fleur in deel 1 degene die het recht in eigen handen nam, in dit 
deel is het de beurt aan Avril om hevig te protesteren tegen het besluit оваа наут ари 
van haar ouders ooit te emigreren en de meisjes daardoor uit elkaar te 
halen. 

Ook dit deel is geschreven met veel inzicht en kennis van de gedachte 
- en gevoelswereld van meisjes in de tiener jaren; de handelingen, de 
wanhoop, de onzekerheid, de boosheid en het heerlijke spontane van 
jonge mensen. Daartegenover staat de ouderlijke liefde en de warmte 
die voor beide vriendinnen als een deken om hun schouders ligt. 
Zoals in het vorige deel, zitten ook in dit deel spannende momenten  - 
wanneer Avril de Australische pers benaderd en de politie bij Fleur op | 
de stoep staat. En, zoals in het vorige deel, heeft ook deel twee een 
logisch en hartverwarmend einde. 

De kracht van beide boeken zit in de realiteit van de verhalen. Alles 
wat de meisjes voelen en beleven is herkenbaar — herkenbaar als 
migrant die alles in het vaderland achterliet EN herkenbaar voor de in het vaderland achtergeblevenen. 
Deze twee aanraders, deel 1 en deel 2, werden geillustreerd Lisande Dingjan; beide delen zijn te leen in де 
Mies Bibliotheek van Neerlandia. Veel leesplezier toegewenst!
